BE KIND T0 PERISHABLES 


Need for Careful Handling Is Emphasized 


As Heavy Shipping Season Gets Under Way 


LTHOUGH the movement of perish- 
ables on Southern Pacific Lines is 
an all year operation, the heaviest season 
for perishable shipping is now begin. 
ning. The safe transportation of perish- 
ables requires special care. By their very 
nature perishables are subject to dam- 
age, but according to Len Mayrisch, 
manager, Freight Protection, Merchan- 
dise and Station Service, claims paid last 
year for, damaged perishables far ex- 
ceeded expectations. 

For example, large claims paid dur. 
ing 1950 per carload included: water- 
melons, $22.50; tomatoes, $16.66; apples, 
$15.15; lemons and citrus, $12.00; and 
other fruits and vegetables in descending 
seale 10 potatoes, which we carried at an 
average claim loss per car of $2.06. 

When you consider the hundreds of 
carloads of each of the above items we 
carry, you can see that damage of per- 
ishables results in a large sum of money 
taken out of ov Company earnings an- 
nually. 

In order to find out where the solution 
to the perishable loss problem might lie, 
the Bulletin interviewed A. M. Fielding, 
superintendent, South Pacific Coast Ter- 
ritory, Trans-Continental Freight Bu- 
reau, an agency that works both for 
railroads and shippers, attempting to cut 
down freight damage. 

Referring to the fact that Southern 
Pacific serves the largest fruit and vege- 
table producing area in the world and 
originates 2 greater volume of that traffic 
than any railroad in the U. S., Fielding 
points out that this highly perishable 
traffic is also extremely fragile. This is 
due, he explained, to light-weight con- 
lainers that will permit proper ventila- 
tion, refrigeration, and in many instances 
serve to display the contents within the 
container for appeal to buyers at destina- 
tion, particularly at auction markets. 


“While many improvements have been 
made in perishable packaging in recent 
years, the reduction of freight claims has 
resulted most from improved methods of 
loading and bracing,” Fielding said. 


“Prevention of perishable loss and 
damage starts before the cars are 
Joaded,” he continued. “Proper packing 
and lidding of containers is necessary. 
However, poor loading or defective brac- 
ing may be responsible for damage to 
good containers. Elimination of break- 
age can definitely be accomplished by a 
combination of good containers, good 
leading and bracing, together with a 
proper loading pattern and arrangement 
of containers for utilization of the great- 
est strength of the container, such as 
crosswise versus lengthwise placement in 
the car.” 


First crate of Salinas lettuce to move 
this season was started on its way by 
{I-t) Station Supervisor H. Perry, Chief 
Clerk Carl Fleishman, and Asst. Train 
master C. &, Alward. The important 
significance of this crate of lettuce is 
that it is the first of an estimated 
12,500,000 crates of vegetables which 
will move from the Salinas area this 
year in approximately 40,000 carloads. 


If a shipper fails to observe the rules 
for proper packing he runs the risk of 
his shipment being damaged when it 
reaches the market. Result: shipper 
who packed the perishables and the rail- 
road people who carcfully handled the 
car are discouraged, Fielding added. 

Mayrisch offers some additional sug- 
gestions to railroaders for the safeguard- 
ing of our perishable shipments in 
transit. They are: 

1. See that icing and vent instructions 

are on the shipping order.

taxes and $4,665,321 of net rents for use 
of equipment and joint facilities there 
was left Net Railway Operating Income 
of $11,771,508, or $5,574,848 more than 
Net Railway Operating Income for the 
same period of 1950. 

Out of Net Railway Operating Income 
and Other Income, consisting of divi- 
dends and interest on securities owned, 
rentals and miscellaneous income, must 
be paid the interest on bonds and equip- 
ment trust notes in the hands of the 
public, and other fixed charges, before 
final Net Income is determined. For 
the three months ended March 31, final 
result was net income of $9,977,864, This 
was $4,758,185 more than the net earn- 
ings for the same period of 1950.

“Get one neck of lamb and have the 
meat man slice it like chops. Place 
slices in a Dutch oven and brown on 
both sides, adding salt, pepper, and 
accent to taste. Then take the juice 
of an orange and pour it over the 
meat, cover, and cook until meat is 
tender—about 134 hours on a very slow 
fire. The orange juice will brown like 
caramel. Add a small amount of water 
to keep meat from sticking and burn-

Matured Bonds Will 
Still Draw Interest 


WNERS of Series E Savings Bonds 

will enjoy added dividends by hold- 
ing them instead of cashing them when 
they mature. 

The option was announced by the 
U. S, Treasury Department on March 
26 and goes into effect May 1, when the 
first bonds, sold May 1, 1942, mature. 
By holding bonds for another 10-year 
period, owners will receive 244 per cent 
simple interest annually for the first 
7% years and a higher rate thereafter 
so that the aggregate return for the 
10-year extension period will be about 
2.9 per cent compounded semiannually, 

It was emphasized that the option 
does not restrict the right of owners 
of Series E Bonds to cash their bonds 
at any time in accordance with the 
terms of such bonds.
